Courtrooms in the nation's cap- 
ital, where the slightest mis- 
demeanor is a federal case, 
turned into an endless factory 
as judges worked overtime set- 
ting bond for 7,000 antiwar pro- 
testers arrested for disrupting 
the streets of Washington.

this pre-emptive value, but 
we have found that for the 
one time when it pre-empts 
your opponents there are 
several occasions when it 


1 pre-empts your p a r t n e r . 


T h e r e f o r e , in JABOBY 
MODERN we never open a 
four-card spade suit in first 
or second seat when we have 
a r e a s o n a b l e minor suit, 
opening at our disposal. 


After N o r t h opens one 
diamond, the bidding devel- 
ops logically to a final con- 
tract of two hearts. East and 
West can't get into the bid- 
ding and South will surely 
make two hearts. 


Now let's see what hap- 


pens if N o r t h opens one 
spade. South may raise to 
two spades. In that case, 
North will play the hand 
there and be set one or pos- 
sibly two tricks. 


Suppose South tries one 


no-trump. North will prob- 
ably pass. West will open 
the five of clubs and South 
will have a great deal of 
trouble c o l l e c t i n g more 
than five tricks.

genetics on cholesterol levels 
and so have most authorities 
working on this problem. It 
is one of several factors. I 
understand y o u r concern 
since you are in the dairy 
business. 


Now let's clarify a few 


points. The enclosure you 
sent refers to the Framing- 
ham Diet Study and states 
that fats are unrelated to 
cholesterol. A number of 
groups in the food industry, 
including both meat 
and 


dairy groups, have 
made 


this statement out of context 
trying to vindicate their posi- 
tion. 


Let's hear what the scien- 


tists say who did the actual 
study:—"It does not mean 
that the difference between 
Framingham and some oth- 
er population (say the peo- 
ple of Japan) in serum cho- 
lesterol is unrelated to dif- 
ferences between these popu- 
lations in diet. Still less does 
it mean that serum choles- 
terol 
levels 
c a n n o t be 


changed by changes in di- 
etary intake." 


Worldwide 
studies 
have 


been conducted on different 
populations in Africa, Asia, 
Europe and the U n i t e d 
States. Different forms of 
living habits h a v e been 
studied and even the effects 
of imprisonment and occu- 
pation during war. 


The huge mass of data ac- 


cumulated through 
history 


and on a worldwide basis 
clearly indicates the role of 
too much fat of any kind in 
the diet 
and 
particularly 


saturated fats 'found in dairy 
products and animal fats. 
This is not my 
personal 


opinion; it is the 
official 


opinion of the Inter Society 
Commission on Heart Dis- 
ease funded by the federal 
government a n d 
reported 


Dec. 
14, 1970. The 
Com- 


mission recommended that 
less than 35 per cent of all 
the 
calories 
in 
the 
diet 


should be fat and less than 
10 per cent of the calories 
should be of the saturated 
*at variety. 


The dairy industry could 


do a lot for health by de- 
veloping a positive attitude. 
This means using cattle that 
produce milk relatively low 
in fat (like Holstein cattle 
versus Jersey cattle). And. 
of course, people can use the 
low-fat milk products and the 
nonfat milk powders and un- 
creamed cottage cheese—all 
are good for the health. The 
truth is, I favor using a 
quart of milk a day to pro- 
vide enough calcium, BUT 
you can get that without the 
butter fat by using nonfat 
milk in cooking and other 
low-fat products.

71: The President, the Press 
and the Public" started with a 
report on Madison, Wis., which 
about a month ago voted two to 
one for immediate withdrawal 
from Indochina—"a 180 degree 
turn around," said moderator 
Frank Mankiewicz, because a 
similar proposition was voted 
down three years ago. 


This segment was followed by 


some Gallup poll results of a 
survey commissioned 
by the 


program. 


Some figures were based on 


the credibility gap, and Herbert 
G. Klein, White House director 
of communication, was ques- 
tioned by a quartet of public 
broadcasting 
correspondents 


about the credibility gap. He 
defended the administration as 
he has on many programs be- 
fore.

dents. 


In the arts, the 1971 Pulitzer 


prize for drama went to Paul

Rays on Man-in-the-Moon Mari- 
golds"—the second year in a 
row an off-Broadway play won 
the award. 


For the first time since 1964 


no fiction prize was awarded. 
The fiction jurors were report- 
ed to have offered three differ- 
ent candidates 
for awards: 


"Mr. Sammler's Planet," by 
Saul Bellow; "Losing Battles," 
by Eudora Welty, and "The 
Wheel of Love and Other Sto- 
ries," by Joyce Carol Oates.

events despite wild rumors.

"We received a good deal of

tragedy. He had gone out for 
lunch with a borrowed camera 
and lens when the shooting be- 
gan. He recalled seeing the 
body and the girl kneel beside 
it. 


"There were students block- 


ing my view so I moved to the 
left and waited. I was near the 
end of the roll bf film and she 
was just looking down, crying, 
and then she let out with this 
scream and that's when I made 
the picture."

Franks, 24, and Thomas Pow- 
ers, 30, of United Presss Inter- 
national for their background 
exploration of Diana Oughton, 
28, killed in the explosion of a 
bomb factory in a Greenwich 
Village townhouse.

by a newspaper went to the 
Winston-Salem, N.C., Journal 
and Sentinel for their coverage 
of environmental problems in- 
cluding 
a 
successful 
fight 


against a proposed strip mining 
operation that would have 
blighted the beauty of north- 
western North Carolina. 


The Pulitzer prize for inter- 


national reporting went to Jim- 
mie Lee Hoagland, 31, of the 
Washington Post for reporting 
on South Africa's apartheid sys- 
tem. 


William Jones, 31, of the Chi- 


cago Tribune, won the Pulitzer 
prize for special local reporting 
for an investigative series that 
exposed payoffs to police in the 
private ambulance industry. 


Paul Conrad was at work at 


the Los Angeles Times when he 
learned he had won his second 
Pulitzer prize in seven years 
for cartooning. He first won in 
1964 while working for the Den- 
ver Post.
